A. G. Ayres received the following 
letter from J. Webster, of Calgary, 
who enlisted here with the 12th C., 
M.R. ‘“‘C’’ Squadron. He is now at- 
tached to the Royal Engineers: 

Somewhere-in-F cance, 
May 19, 1915 

Dear Friend,—Just a few lines to 
thank you for Calgary paper which I 
preceived yesterday. I will be pleased 
to receive paper anytime. You might 
put a Red Deer.paper in as well or an 
EyeOpener, they are fine to read and 
after I have read them I pass them 
,on to the bunch, the one you sent 
yesterday is still going the round. 
Well, friends, I haven't much news 
this time, in fact, I  haven’t much 
time just now, as_ it will soon be 
time to face the music again. I have 
been out of the trenches for two days 
past, yesterday and to-day. The coun 
try some few miles behind the firing 
line is looking fine, believe me it is 
a treat to be where ‘‘Whiz-Bangs and 
Jack Johnson’s’’ don't plough 
lthrough the air. The present place 
where I am is about the worst part 
‘of the line I have seen, I have had 
two months of it up here. Since I 
wrote you last, I have ‘had the plea- 
sure of meeting the majority of the 
old boys of the 12th. They all seem 
fit and well, myself included. You 
would have smiled if you had seen 
the meeting on a dark night in the 
trenches, we spoke with a whisper 
as I passed them so as not to give 
the show away to ‘“‘Hun Allemand’”’ 
We changed ereectings as I passed 
them, and all you could hear ina 
low tone ‘‘gangway for the Mounted 
Miners.’ It is good conpliment. 
There is one consolation, if they 
won't let us ride, we can walk, and 
many of us can take our place in dif- 
iferent lines to win this great strug- 
gle. It is surprising what has been 
done in almost two years of war 
, Men are fighting in every stage of the 
game, who never had dreamed of be- 
ing soldiers, airmen, infantry, artil- 
lery, ete., all get converted to differ- 
| ent classes, doing their bit wherever 
necessary. Since I wrote you some 
time ago IT have met a man_ from 
jevery colony of the British Empire, 
all fighting for that which we believe 
to be right. We are not a blood- 
thirsty race, but we all feel proud 
that we belong to that vast army 
ithat has come from the four corners 
of the world in defence of the free- 
dom and liberty, which has been 
gained through the traditions of tho 
Motherland our island kingdom. I 
junderstand that they are going to re- 
eruit a Red Deer Battalion, ‘‘Good 
for Red Deer,’ the more the merrier 
and greater the surprise for Fritz. I 
“was coming down the trenches the 
other morning just before daylight 
Idawned and I could see an old house 
to the right and probably one to 
jthe left all mowed down to earth, 
nothing to mark the recent habita- 
tion but an old garden of many 
pretty trees, plants and flowers, 
jwhich have bloomed again in spite of 
the great strife which exists, tha 
stillness would be broken now and 
then by the crash of a bir gun and 
the rattle of machine guns. Y

Those who urge the adoption of 
mixed farming in Western Canada 


should be interested in the fact that 
dairying in the great wheat Province 
of Saskatchewan has increased at a 
more rapid rate during the past three 
years than grain growing. The Co- 
operative Creameries of Saskatg¢he- 
wan, operated by the Dairy Branch 
of the Provincial Department of Agri- 
culture during the summer months, 
recently made the following state- 
ment, showing the output of butter 
for every season since 1913:

These figures, it may be observed, 
show that the output for the five 
months in 1915 has been increased 
over the same period of last year by 
55 per cent., and by 107 per cent., over 
the same period in 1913. One of the 
principal growing markets for Sas- 
katchewan Government butter is Brit- 
Ish Columbia, where the product from 
New Zealand has been driven out 
steadily by the superior and less ex- 
pensive importations from the Cana- 
dian prairie.

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Saskatchewan is making far more 
rapid gains than are being made in 
grain crops. The acreage in grain 
within the bounds of Saskatchewan 
this year amounted to 10,543,795, com- 
pared with 9,912,464 acres in 1914, and 
9,683,126 acres in 1918. Thus, while 
the figures for dairying show increas- 
es of 56 and 107 per cent., those per- 
taining to grain growing reflect an in- 
crease in 1915 of no more than 8.9 per 
cent., over 1913, and only 6.3 per cent. 
over 1914. 


The Market Problem 


Of course, the problem of market- 
ing the rapidly increasing dairy pro- 
ducts of Saskatchewan or any other 
Western Province is one that must en- 
gage the attention of producersand dis- 
tribitor alike. However, in the per 
jod of recovery which will follow''the 
war, Canada is sure to adhere to the 
policy of encouraging home industries, 
which has prevailed for over a gener- 
ation. There {s no doubt, too, that 
the policy of the people will be more 
and more to patronize the products 
made by their fellow citizens. Nation- 
al economy will make this course com- 
pulsory, and the result will be that 
American manufacturers, instead of 
supplying the Canadian market from 
United States, will have to come over 
to Canada with branch factories. 
These will employ Canadian men and 
women, who, in turn, will be in the 
market for farm products of overy 
description. Thus we see the inter- 
relation of town and country. As long 
as Canada adheres to her existing 
trade policy, farmers in all parts of 
Canada will have no difficulty in fing 
Ing an ever available market for all 
the food products they can grow. 


| THE BLACK WATCH | 


The Black Watch, represents the 
regiments of the old Forty-secon] and 
Seventy-third Royal Highlanders, 
which in turn represented indepen- 
dent companies from Whig clans, 
raised between 1715 and 1745 to keep 
the peace of the Highlands. Each 
company wore the tartan of its ‘com- 
mander, and most of these tartans 
such as that of the Campbells and 
Munroes, were of a dark character. 
Thus these companies gained the 
name of (in Gaelic’ “Freimdun Dhu,” 
or Black Watch, as opposed to the 
“Leidman Diarag,” or Red Soldiers. 
The title, ‘Royal Highlanders,” was 
bestowed in 1768, and at that date, 
no clan having a prior claim to give 
a tartan to the whole, a new dark 
tartan was exp-essly designed, which 
has since been pecullar to the regi- 
ment. Like all British regiments, the 
honors galned were won in far-sunder- 
ed places and embrace Martinique, 
Corunna, Waterloo, Alma, Sebastopol, 
Lucknow, Ashanti, Tel-el-Kebir, 
Egypt, and Paardeburg, South Africa. 
Many of these battles were fought 
against foes which are now not mcre- 
ly friends, but comrades in arms, as 
witness Waterloo, Sebastopo:, Luck- 
now, and, latest of all, Paardeburg. 


ANTI-DUMPING CLAUSE 


President Wilson to Bring in Tarlff 
Legislation Similar to Canadian 
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An. agitation has begun in the 
United States to secure an anti-dump- 
irg clause in the tariff similar to that 
contained in the Canadian tariff. The 
anti-dumping clause in the Canadian 
tariff was inserted for the purpose of 
preventing the dumping of United 
States or other foreign goods into 
Canada at groatly reduced prices dur- 
ing periods of depression. In pointing 
out this fact during a discussion of 
anti-dumping legislation, “The New 
York Journal of Commerce makes a 
good case, probably without intending 
to do so, for the trade policy of Can- 
ada: 

“On the general question of protcc- 
tion against ‘dumping’ the situation of 
the United States is quite different 
from that of Canada or South Africa. 
With Canada it was chiefly a feature 
of its protective policy to prevent the

JEWS IN HIGH PLACES 


Play Leading Roles In War—Many 
Also In All Armies 

Israel Zangwill, historian of the Jew- 
ish race, estimates that no fewer than 
ten millions are engaged in the war. 
Only three and a half millions Jews, 
he declares, have escaped the war. 
There are 350,000 Jows fighting in the 
Russian army; 250,000 under the tri- 
color of France; 170,000 fightin= for 
Austria; 50,000 in the German army, 
and 20,000 fighting under the British 
flag. Every where the Jew is loyal 
to the flag under which he lives, even 
when that flag symbolizes tyranny, 
oppression and denial of civil rights. 
One-fifth of all the French Zouaves 
from Morocco and Tripoli, now fight 
ing in Flanders, hold the same relig- 
fous service and celebrate the same 
holy days as the majority of the Czar's 
great Polish army. 

Under which flag !n this war are 
the mighty among the Jews? Under 
all flags. 

The head of the British Hospital 
Fund Committee was Lord Rothschild, 
a Jew. The head of the Britfsh Fin- 
ance Commission ig Baron Reading, 
the Lord Chief Justice of England, 
born Isaacs, a Jew. The Kaiser has 
put the management of the entire 
railway system of Germeny and Aus- 
tria under the supreme control of Herr 
Bullin, creator of the great German 
merchant marine, who is a Jew. In 
France the Grand Officer ,of the Le- 
gion of Honor,.General Heymaun, who 
has been put in command of a French 
army corps, is a Jew. In Turkey, the 
Supreme Military Commander, Enver 
Bey, who received the order Pour La 
Merite from the Kaiser for defending 
the Dardaneiles, is a Jew. In Italy, 
the Foreign Minister, Baron Sonnino, 
is a Jew. The Jews are a great race 
without o country, a ruling race wit':- 
out a seat of governmen:, but wher- 
ever an enthroned monarch sits you 
find close beside him or her, as a 
chosen, sagacious, loyal counsellor, 
some Jew who rules by divine right 
of intellect.

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LONDON AT BAY AS 
ZEPPELIN ATTACKS 


Millions Watch and Defy Germany's 
Monster—England Unafraild—Rage, 
Not Alarm, Inspired 


The following is a published de- 
scription of a Zeppelin raid over 
the heart of London: Above the din 
of the orchestra there sweeps over 
the theajre a cavernous bass “Boom.” 
“Zeppelin,” whispers a pretty girl sit- 
ting next to a Scotch officer. “No,” 
you hear him whisper. “It’s a door 


banging.” He's lying, and knows it. 
“Zeppelin.” — 
“Zeppelin,” the whisper runs 


through the audien:e. 

If you knew what was transpiring 
in the street you'd be out there, in- 
stead of waiting for the last act *o 
end. Such a scene is being enacted 
out there as the old town of London, 
in all its rich, thousand years’ history 
never beheld until Germany tried her 
new war. 

The curtain goes down. You file out 
of the theatre into a crowded station 
and traffic is at a standstill. A mil- 
lion quiet cries make a subdued roar. 
Seven million people of the biggest 
city in the world stand gazing into the 
sky from the darkened streets. Hero 
is the climax of the twentieth cen- 
tury. Among the stars floats a long, 
gaunt Zeppelin. It is dull yellow, the 
color of the moon. The long firgers 
of the searchlights, reaching up from 
the roofs of the city, are touching all 
sides of the death messenger with 
their white tips. Great booming 
sounds shake the city. They are 
Zeppelin bombs — falling — killing — 
burning. Lesser noises—of shooting 
—are nearer at hand, the noise of 
coat guns sending shrapnel into the 
Bky. 

Fires and Battle 

“For God’s sake don't do that!” 
Says one man to another who has 
just struck a match to light a cigar- 
ette. Whispers, low voices, run all 
through the streets. “There’s » red 
light in the sky over there; our houses 
may be burning,” exclaims a woman, 
clutching at a man’s coat. “There 
are a million houses in London; why 
ours particularly?” he responds. A 
group of men talking French stand 
gazing up from the street. They are 
in waiters’ clothes and have rushed 
out from the supper room of one of 
the most luxurious hotels in the world. 
“The devils!” exclaims one, and then 
—“‘We've got it—it can’t get away. 
There's shrapnel all around it.” 

“Oh—my neck!” says a pretty girl 
in evening wraps. “I can’t look up a 
minute more.” But she does. All 
about you are beautifully garbed wo- 
men and men in evening clothes. 
“Oh’s,” “Ah’s,” and long-drawn out ex- 
clamations of admiration like the 
sounds made by holiday crowds 
watching fireworks, greet the brilliant- 
ly white flashes of shrapnel. 

Suddenly you realize that the big- 
gest city in the world has been the 
night battlefield on which seven mil- 
lion harmless men, women and child- 
ren live, Here is war at the very 
heart of civilization, threatening all 
the millions of things that human 
hearts and human minds have created 
in past centuries. Mourners to-night 
will leave the side of their dead to 
look into the sky fearfully. Little 
children, who have said “Now I lay 
and have gone to sleep, 
will be awakened and rushed into cel- 
lars to save them from death. There 
are more cries—‘'Good God, it’s stag- 
gering!’’ as a shrapnel flash breaks 
apparently near the great airship. 

What a roar of joy would go up 
from the millions of this great city 
if they could suddenly see the yellow 
object transformed into the flash of 
one gigantic explosion, little white 
gloved hands clap their approval at 
the Zeppelin’s near approach to death; 
white teeth sparkle in smiles; men 
roar with delight. These men and 
women, flowers of the twentieth cen- 
tury culture, have become elemental. 
Dirty, bloody, battle-mad soldiers felt 
the same way in battle. Killing has 
been put into the hearts of these 
crowds. If the men up there in the 
sky think they are terrifying London 
they are wrong. They are only mak- 
ing England white-hot mad.

The redness of a burning building 
fills the sky. The dome of historic 
St. Paul’s cathedral looms up against 
the redness. You pass the old church 
in a side street. At the gateway 
stands the old verger, half dressed. 
It has been his duty for the past half 
centu7y to guard against church 
thieves and fires ss other  sextons 
have guarded it for centuries past. 
But he’s got a bigger job on his hands 
than any of them ever had before. 
The verger’s white-haired wife stands 
beside him. They are talking with 
three girls such as never come into 
the Hves of church sextons except on 
nights like this.

It is a miracle the great gas bag 
in the air brings about. 

On the Plinth of “Chinese” Gordon’s 
monument sits a soldier and a girl. 
She is tracing invisible figures on the 
stone pavement, his arm is about her; 
her face is bent to his. Maybe they've 
seen this Zeppelin to-night, but just 
now she’s listening to the old story 
that will be new when the books tell- 
ing of the story of to-night’s Zeppelin 
raid have crumbled into dust. They 
typify London and England—unchang- 
ed one iota by this Zeppelin raid that 
only ended in the loss of harmless 
lives.

The sole head of a family, or any, 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, S'ask- 
atchewan ar Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in peraon at the Dom 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agenoy 
for the District. Entry by proxy: é 
may be made at any Dominion Landa 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. : 

Duties—Six months residence upor, 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may, 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, | 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt 2 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in} 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain condiiions. ‘ 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Prjop $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 aores and erect a 
hoyse worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions. ;

The Arlington hotel will operate 
until the end of June under present 
management and on July lst, it is 
unlikely that it will be operated by, 
the Lessees, and while we have not 
had an opportunity of interviewing 
the Lessor, our impression is that if 
the hotel is to be operated after 
that date, the operation will appear+ 
ently have to be by a_ third party, 
and while we do not recommend in- 
terfering with the personal atlairs of 
'the interested parties, we believe a 
satisfactory third party is available 
for this service, and in the interests 
of all parties concerned and to in- 
sure a continuity of service in this 
particular hotel, it appears t9 be in 
jorder that the good services of the 
Board of Trade be enlisted. 

There is a probability of the Wind- 
sor Hotel being operated at an early. 
date, although we have no positive 
assurance. 

The brick portion of the Alberta 
Hotel is operating and accommodates 
about fifteen transients.

MEN FIGHT DESPERATELY 
TO RECOVER BODY OF 
THEIR LEADER 


London, June 7.—The tremendous 
German thrust to break the Canadi- 
an lines from Hooge to Hill 60 seems 
for the time at least to have spent 
itself. From an ollicer who was in 
fighting yesterday noon, I learn that 
|the last great attack, early Tuesday 
morning, was completely shattered 
lby the terrific artillery fire which the 
Canadian and English batteries pour 
‘ed into the Huns before Hooge and 
Sanctuary Wood. Heavy losses  a- 
mong prominent Canadian officers 
\have already been cabled to Canada. 
These lists do not include men who 
fell during Monday and Tuesday fight 
ing. 


HOW COL. BULLER DIED 


Lieut. Col. Buller, of the Princess 
Pats, flourishing a stick, dashed with 
the remnants of the ‘‘Pats’’ into a 
large crater which the Huns were 
protecting. A wounded officer tells 
me that he (Buller) was wounded be- 
fore an exploding bomb killed him. 
They fought like fury to recover his 
body and it is believed he was 
brought back to the Canadian lines. 

Lieut. Col. Baker, also, who was 
seriously wounded, insisted in carry- 
ing on and fell surrounded by his 
men when shrapnel burst within half 
a yard of him, 

Details of what our guns have done 
and are still doing are interesting. It 
has been the most tremendous artil- 
lery combat known in the British 
lines and concentrated on a long nar- 
row front line of sectios of about a 
mile. For three days and nights each 
side has kept up its barrages. 

The Germans with an amazing au- 
dacity advanced some of their bat- 
teries to. a few hundred yards behind 
our old posts and they had gun aft- 
er gun put out of action. During the 
last few days they have abandoned 
these tactics as they are too costly 
even for the Huns, and their batter- 
ies have been quiet except where they 
thought we were prepared for a coun- 
ter attack.» Heavy guns on either 
side have never ceased. We have done 
tremendous damage to the light rail- 
ways and main roads’ where were 
gathered Gernvan reserves, and the 
British battle squadron on Sunday 
and Monday bombed far behind the 
German lines. 

On Monday afternoon and on Tues- 
day a southwesterly gale blew up 
and made air work difficult. Yester- 
day there was also a_ heavy rain- 


“Made in Canada for the Canadian Maid’” 
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storm which has churned earth © of 
“Dead Man’s Land’ into a morass 
over which it would be impossible to 
carry an infantry attack, 

The fiercest fighting seems to have 
shifted further, north of the trenches 
held by British regiments. These al- 
ready have repulsed several on- 
slaughts and general opinion is that 
the lines as they are will hold out 
whatever suicidal attemptvis made hy, 
the enemy. ; 

An interesting suggestion has been 
given me by a Canadian staff officer 
that the Germans hoped to get 
through the Canadian lines, but fail- 
ing this at any cost they intended to 
inflict such severo losses on Domin- 
ion troops even at terrific prices of 
German livas, that it would be im- 
possible for Canadians to figure in 
any strong offensive which might be 
planned. 

The battalions are rapidly being 
filled up. 


letter From Lieut 
A, A. Gibson 


Lt. A. R. Gibson writes: — 
17th Canadians, 
East Sandling, Kent., Eng., 
May 21, 1916 

My dear Mr. Boyce:—At last my 
kit is packed. I am under orders for 
France after eight long months here. 
And what is more I am going to 
the best Canadian battalion (of 
course that is a matter of opinion), 
the 13th, the Royal Highlanders of 
Canada. So I shall change from the 
Seaforth to the Black Watrh tartan 
to-morrow. Read Aiken’s book, “Cani 
ada in Flanders’’ about the 10th, 
13th and 16th battalions at Ypres 
and Festubert. 

A man is a fool to be glad to leave 
this beautiful England, to go ro such 
an unhealthy place as Flanders, But 
I have been cating my heart out to 
get away and at last the realtzation 
is near. Most of the men who come 
over with me are with the 13th and 
and I had a letter from Billy Wilson 
in which he told me the boys are 
hoping that I would be with them. 

I know the officer who wrote Dr. 
George about Desmond, in fact I saw 
him the other day. He had a great 
piece of his thigh blown away by the 
samo shell that did for poor Des- 
mond, 

Our old battalion, the 63rd, is here 
now, and I have been down several 
times sceing the boys. They are look- 
ing splendid: but I fear that they 
will be broken up and used as a re- 
serve battalion.

Hampshire lestrayed An 
Hour After Earl Kitchener 
Embarked 


Lost Cruiser on Fire Before 
She Sank in Wild Storm 


Aberdeen, Scotland, June 9. — -The 
British cruiser Hampshire was seen 
to be afire before she sank off the 
Orkney islands, while bound with 
Earl Kitchener, the British war min- 
ister, to Russia, according to state- 
ments of men on trawlers and steam 
ers arriving here from the Orkneys. 
The disaster occurred last Monday 
night only an hour after Earl Kit- 
chener and members of his staff had 
embarked on the cruiser at the ex- 
treme north of Scotland. 


One trawler reported that the war- 
ship appeared to have blown up, al- 
though no sound of an explosion was 
heard, probably on account of the 
terrific storm that was raging, 
Twenty minutes after she was seen 
in distress and on fire, the Hamp- 
shire sank between Marwick Head 
and Brough of Lirway, off the west- 
ern coast of the mainland of the Ork- 
neys, 

The raft from the cruiser which 
was flung ashore with 12 men {from 
the Hampshire clinging to it was dis- 
covered by a policeman who was 
searching along the rocky and deso- 
late coast, The men were battered 
and exhausted. A few of them mur- 
mured‘‘hitchener was on board,’ and 
then fell asleep. About 80 bodies were 
found along the cliffs, many of them 
still warm. 

In their terrific battle with the sea, 
the clothing of some of the men had 
been torn from their bodies. Their 
hands and fect had been mutilated in 
desperate efforts to climb the cliffs. 
According to the reports, Earl Kit- 
chener and the members of his staff 
were placed in one of the ship’s boats 
which got clear of the wreck but was 
swamped in the terrific sea that was 
running.

Paris, June 9.—The demobilization 
of the Greek army is regarded here 
as the direct outcome of the energet- 
ic measures by the allied govern- 
ments recently taken in making joint 
representations to King Constantine 
followed by an embargo virtually clos 
ing Greek ports. The demobilization 
of twelve classes of the army means 
the sending back to civil life of ex 
actly half the army, ordinarily com- 
posed of twenty-four classes.
